Mr. Stewart reported that support for its clerical program has come 
Trenton, Commissioner of Labor Heyman, and locally Mr. Ralph Geller of tases. Through 
research, it was found that a backlog of 1500 applicants who wanted clerical train- 
ing at the Skills Center would have to wait l} years to get in.

She answered, the positions haven't been filled years, the Board has 
EaD to itl these positions, The Preoldene ead che asked the superinteonene co D 
hold off filling the positions, consisting of 5 associates plus clerical, costing 
$204,000, to see where the money will be coming from. 


Fullilove was asked if thers was any intent to publicize on-involve= 
ment by the unions and sha ansuared, she had asked the unions President to set and 
talk woman to woman. They had met in June and talked about teacher absenteeism and 
other important matters, the President eaid she may have to go over the teachers 
heads to the community to straighten out the problem. Teachers have to change their 
attitudes and parents must show more concern and get more involved said Mrs. Fullilove
